Allied Leader Warns of German Peace Offers Expected Very Soon

HOPE FOR EARLY PEACE 
TO PLAN ANOTHER WAR 


Phoney Hun Proposals Will 
Be Made Soon— Look Out, 
Says Entente Diplomat 


ROME, Aug. 27.—The recent Aus- 
tro-German 
conference 
at 
general 
headquarters decided that peace ef­ 
forts are useless unless 
the 
central 
low ers acknowledge defeat, 
accord­ 
ing to a report from Austrian sources 
received by the Epochs. 
The conference thereupon 
decided 
upon more intensified w arfare on all 
fronts, laud and sea, and agreed 
no 
concessions would be made to the Al­ 
lies. 
“We will make war to the death,” 
is a statem ent credited to a high Ger­ 
man official. 
“We will conquer 
or 
perish together.” 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 27—Germany 
hopes to negotiate an early peace that 
will give her an opportunity to re-or­ 
ganize her resources for another great 
war for world domination. 
This statem ent was made 
to 
the 
United Press today by a high Entente 
diplomatic authority. 
He 
held 
that 
reports of a coming German peace of­ 
fensive are not idle rumors but rather 
a portion of a well laid scheme of the 
Prussian war 
lords 
to 
attem pt 
to 
bring a cessation of hostilities. 
Tem pting offers will be made vari­ 
ous nations of the Entente, he says, 
and there will be serious menace for 
the Entente morale if the advances 
are seriously received. 
Diplomatic advices recently 
have 
frequently quoted German references 
to the possibility of a truce 
in 
the 
west and of the after-the-war am bi­ 
tions of the military party. 
One of 
the boldest statem ents to reach En­ 
tente hands is that of Austrian Depu­ 
ty W ichtl, leading 
member 
of the 
German radical party in the reiches- 
rat, in an address at Windisch Feis- 
treitz. 
Cable reports of his speech 
quote 
him as favoring such a close alliance 
between Germany and 
Austria 
that 
the two powers would be one political­ 
ly, socially, economically and for mil­ 
itary purposes. 
He would also crush 
the Czechoslovaks, divide the Jugo­ 
slavs and then launch a gigantic ef- 
fore to subdue and Germanize Asia. 
“Our alliance with Germany m ust 
be such as is wanted 
by 
the 
Ger­ 
mans,” Deputy Wichtl asserted. “The 
alliance must be such 
that 
it 
will 
make one German house where 
but 
German will be spoken, 
where 
Ger­ 
man ideas, thought and German bat­ 
tles fought. 
“And when there shalTTm no long­ 
er two states, but 
only 
one 
great 
Germany, then we shall wage a new 
war. 
Then we shall 
deliver 
three 
mighty blows to the end 
of 
forcing 
our way to America, 
subduing 
the 
Orient and establishing German pow­ 
er over Japan and China. 
“We m ust decimate the 
Slavs 
in 
their num bers and break them 
up," 
the deputy declared. 
“We must pre­ 
vent Austria becoming a state of na­ 
tions. 
The Jugo-Slavs must 
be 
re­ 
duced and dismembered into 
small 
units. 
Portions of the Slovenes and 
the Croats must go to the Germans. 
We will give a portion of the Slovenes 
to the Italians. 
A greater 
part 
of 
the Croats and the Serbs will go 
to 
the Magyar and the rest shall be ap­ 
portioned 
among 
the 
Albanians, 
Greeks, Rumanians and Turks.” 
A ustria sees a solution of the vex* 
ing Czechoslovak question 
in* the 
proposed deportation of the Czecho­ 
slovaks to Siberia w here the Pest!-, 
Hirlap of 
Budapest 
declares, 
they 
“could enjoy the happiness of their 
long sought independent national ex­ 
istence.” 
The Budapest article refers to the 
activities of the Czecho-Slovak troops 
in Siberia and the suggestion is made 
that the dual monarchy unburden it­ 
self of the Bohemian and Slovak dis­ 
content by giving the C zechoslovaks 
a part of Siberia and forcing them to 
em igrate thither.

to

anxiety jpver German, A ustrian 
and 
Magyar prisoners in Siberia and the 
declaration is made th at the central 
powers should go to the rescue of the 
prisoners before the advance of the 
Japanese army exposes them to the 
grave danger of becoming war prison­ 
ers.

FACILITIES DIVISION 
NEW ORGANIZATION OF 
WAR INDUSTRY BOARD 


UTE TODAY 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 27— Bernard 
M. Baruch, chairm an of the w ar in­ 
dustries board, today announced the 
creation of a new division of tho 
board, the facilities division, whose 
task will be to speed up war produc­ 
tion throughout the country and sup­ 
ply essential needs of the civilian pop­ 
ulation through creation of new facil­ 
ities. 
Samuel P. Bush, who has directed 
facilities for more than a year and 
who 1ms been with the wur industries 
board since its organization, will head 
the new division. 
Bush’s home is in 
Columbus, Ohio. 
The facilities division will deter­ 
mine questions of need or sugges­ 
tions for new industrial facilities for 
the conduct of the war. 
It will closely co-operate with the 
resources and conversion section of 
the board, under which C. A. Otis lias 
already started on war work hundreds 
of idle plants. 
M. P. Chase, director of the explo­ 
sives division of the board, will assist 
the new division in chemical require­ 
ments. 
O ther sections on specialized 
war facilities will be authorized. W ar 
demands of the government will be co­ 
ordinated under the new council rep­ 
resenting the army, the navy, the 
emergency fleet corporation and other 
agencies. 
In determ ining new facilities, cap­ 
ital, labor, supplies, housing accom­ 
modation, location and transportation 
will be considered. 
Associated with Bush will be D. R. 
McLennon, Chicago, who has been 
named chief of the division on civilian 
industrial facilities. 


Limited Debate Arranged to

W A SH IN G TO N ,

great man-power bill, designed to add 
2,300,000 men

Senate late today. It fixes the draft 
age lim ita at 18 to 45 years.

The measure now goes to confer­ 
ence.

out. 
Foremost among these changes 
! is the “work or fight” amendment, re­ 
jected by the House but added by the 
Senate. 
Leaders hope to clear up all points 
at issue promptly and to have the bill 
in President Wilson’s hands by the 
end of the week. 
Boys of 18 and 19 will not be sent 
to the firing line until an emergency 
arises in which

needed. 
Senator Overman discussing the sen­ 
ate amendment to defer calling 18 and 
19 year old boys, declared Secretary 
Baker had authorized him to make 
this statement. 


GERMANY ACCEDES TO 
SPANISH DEMAND FOR 
SHIP COMPENSATION 


‘Hun Promises’ Made to Nor­ 
way ; Papers Advocate the 
Seizure Teuton Vessels . 


SANTANDER, Spain. Aug. 27.— 
Germany has accepted all condi- 
‘ lions contained in the Spanish 
note regarding tho submarine sit­ 
uation, it wits announced here to­ 
day. 
German shipping interned 
in Spanish ports will be volun­ 
tarily turned over to Spain to re­ 
place any future losses from U- 
boats. 
At the same time Foreign Min­ 
ister T>ato announced the govern­ 
ment would requisition sill Span­ 
ish tonnage, which will be appor­ 
tioned according to vital necessi­ 
ties. O ther governments in whose 
trade some of this tonnage will 
be employed will be asked to set 
a specified commodities exchange 
of cargoes, such us iron ore, olive 
oil, etc. 
Germany is understood 
to have said she will not torpedo 
these requisitioned vessels.

plying to Norway’s protest against 
sinking of her shipping outside 
the “danger zone,” Germany has 
offered compensation where it is 
proven a ship was suijk without 
warning, it was announced today.

All men who have passed their 18th 
birthday and have not je t attained 
their 46th, must, register, except: 
A—Those registered under the act 
of May 18, 1917, (the original draft 
act, which fixed the ages from 21 to 
30 inclusive) and those registered un­ 
der the act approved May 30 (pro­ 
viding for the registration of those 
coming of age after the first registra­ 
tion). 
B—Officers and enlisted men of the 
regular army, the national army, the 
National Guard, if in the service of 
the United States, and officers of the 
officers’ reserve and enlisted men of 
the enlisted reserve, if iu the service 
of the United States. 
C—Officers and enlisted men of the 
navy and m arine corps and of the 
naval and m arine corps reserve, if in 
the service of the United States. 
All such persons, however, iqust 
register immediately upon leaving the 
service of the United Stat*?, and citi­ 
zens and persons who have declared 
their intentions of becoming citizens, 
who do not register because they jire 
out of the country on the day of regis­ 
tration, m ust register within four days 
of their return to this country.

Hindenburg Now Engaged In 
Unusual Maneuver; Can’t 
Ret reat By Schedule

NEW YORK. Aug. 27.—Von Hinden­ 
burg is now engaged in the 
extra­ 
ordinary tactics of rushing reinforce­ 
ments to tile I'icardy front 
for 
the 
purpose of assisting his own retreat. 
This particular maneuver has not 
Occurred previously during the war 
and is the conclusive evidence of the 
permanence of tile 
German 
retire­ 
ment in the west. 
It has been forced 
on von Hindenburg by the fact that 
Marshal Foci) continues to hold the 
initiative and 
is 
ready 
to 
spring 
through any breach iii 
the 
German 
line and inflict a m ajor catastrophe 
on the kaiser's retreating armies. 
Von Hindenburg therefore 
cannot 
conduct his retirem ent from the Pi­ 
cardy front with any rapidity nor can 
lie make it conform to 
a 
schedule 
prepared in advance. 
He must seize 
whatever occasion offers for a jump 
backward by one unit at 
a 
time. 
While the retirement is occurring in 
any sector the rest of the line m ust 
be strongly held to prevent a break 
through. For this reason

denburg has been compelled (o use 
his reserves to facilitate ills own re­ 
treat. 
The German west front is now too 
unwieldy for Hindenburg 
to

All the nationalities of the world are 
represented here, like In the United 
States, but most of them are laborers 
who have taken the places of the men 
at the front, as about every man that 
Is any good at all here is wearing a 
uniform, w ether he Is actually fighting 
or working as a street car conductor, 
although most of the jobs as street 
car conductors have been grabbed by 
the women—and they make good ones, 
too. 
I supposed that when I came here I 
would be strictly

against it be­ 
cause I couldn’t talk 
the 
language. 
T hat’s a popular opinion, but it Isn’t 
at all necessary, as the natives who 
want ’to talk with the Americans ar­ 
range to learn English, and as a rule 
they are learning English quicker than 
we learn French. Of course the Amer­ 
ican with the big pay check is the big 
man with the shopkeepers here, and 
about the only thing you have to do Is

more froncs as the law will allow. Mer­ 
chants get very indignant when you 
dispute their charge 
and 
insinuate 
that they are overcharging you. .They 
either charge you way over the reg­ 
ular price or give it to you for nothing. 
A pair of United States shoes worth 
$» would have a charge of seventy-five 
francs in one place while In another 
they would be twenty froncs. 
Well, old friend, you have no idea 
how glad I was to see that letter from

No, there Is nothing that I want you 
to send me, and it is awfully nice of 
you to offer to do so. The only thing 
th at I want is newspapers.

The news coming over the wire from Camp 
Lewis. Wash., that “Maud Powell licked the prize­ 
fighter” did not surprise those who have been watch­ 
ing the musical development of this country. 
It 
means that Maud Powell, violinist, drew a record 
audience to the Liberty theater in the western army 
camp, filling three hundred more seats, on two-day 
notice, than the famous boxer who had been adver­ 
tised six months in advance. 
Inveigh as one may against the cheapness of 
popular music, its flimsy, jigsaw construction, its bad 
effects upon the musical ear of the rising generation, 
the fact remains that the American public wants good 
music and enjoys it when it is offered. 
It works like this: The youngsters go to dances 
and they come home wanting something to dance to. 
Father buys a canned music machine. 
The first rec­ 
ords purchased are dance tunes and songs of ephem­ 
eral popularity. 
As these wear out in their appeal, 
new ones come in. 
Some day the salesman is run­ 
ning Schubert’s Marche M ilitate, or the Sextet from 
Lucia when the purchaser drops in. 
That is added 
to the list. 
These are not only entertaining at first, 
but they retain their freshness. 
Little by little teste 
is developed. 
The cheap and silly new things are 


The Bigelow Magazine re ce n tly published an article, 
“Hotel a Public Utility,” which Chaa. G. Roth of the 
Saint Paul hotel has put into booklet form and is dis­ 
tributing as a part of his advertising. It is worth reading 
and is reproduced herew ith: 
T he hotel is the foremost jniblic utility of any town. 
It is the organized host to the tow n’s visitors. 
A town wtihout a good hotel is like a private home 
without a spare room for company. 
As we travel over the country all of us rem em ber 
those cities with good hotels, just as we rem em ber those 
friends whose hospitality affords comfort and pleasure. 
T here is a more certain profit for any tow n in en­ 
couraging a bad hotel to become good, and a good hotel 
to become better, th an in any o th er line of effort. 
At some time or other every town th at w ants to 
grow organizes a boosters’ com m ittee which goes through 
the motions of trying to interest outside capital to the 
point of making the tow n the site of new industrial en ter­ 
prises. 
Free land, exemption from taxes, and even capital, 
are offered these outsiders. 
The trouble w ith this method of boosting is that it 
starts at the wrong place. 
The first essential improvem ent is self improvement, 
and the proper place to begin im provement is right at 
home— with the hotel. 
Of course many hotels are b etter than their towns, 
but in that case the town ought to pinch itself and en­ 
courage the hotel, and take advantage of the facilities 
it offers for helping the town to grow. 
In other instances, w here the hotel needs improving, 
the trouble is usually lack of capital. 
No town can afford not to advance capital to enable 
its hotel or hotels to clean up, brush up, and spruce up. 
The cost of modernizing a hotel is not a m atter for 
consideration. 
T h e question is: W hat will the cost be 
if we don’t do it? 
W ith an up-to-date hotel, a town can think of in­ 
viting outside capital. 
Until then its efforts are wasted. 
One night and one meal in a backsliding hotel will drive 
away more prospective capital than the boosters' com­ 
mittee can dig up in a month. 
Then, too, every tow n should rem em ber th a t it isn t 
so much what citizens say its w hat outsiders say, that 
makes the best advertisem ent. 
A traveling m an in a Pullman sm oker does a lot of 
talking, and if he is grouchy because of a bad night in a 
bad hotel he will leave nothing unsaid. 
The sam e man, 
pleased with a town because of a good hotel, is a walking 
advertisem ent of it. 
But it is not alone in its influence on outsiders that 
a good hotel is important to a town. 
Of even greater concern is a good hotel’s influence 
on those in the town. 
The hotel is the first aid to democracy—it is one of 
democracy’s strongholds. 
The hotel is the common m eeting ground—the one 
place w here all sects, creeds and groups can get to­ 
gether. 
The social, political and business life of any pro­ 
gressive community center around its hotel. 
In the ball­ 
room are held the social functions; around the banquet 
table men meet and get together to know each other 
better, smoothing out their differences; in the meeting 
rooms groups of all shades of opinion gather and crys­ 
tallize their ideas into action—all for the town’s improve­ 
ment and advancement. 
As people come better to understand the true func­ 
tions of the hotel in the community life, there will be 
more and better hotels, and the pleasures and comforts 
of life will be multiplied many times.

found to be necessary or justified to 
meet the needs of an existing or rea­ 
sonably prospective commerce. 
The p resent benefits to be expected 
from creating a harbor would be local 
rath er th an general 
In 
n ature, 
and 
would consist of such item s 
as 
in­ 
crease lit property values, establish­ 
m ent 
of 
industrial 
enterprises, 
in­ 
crease in population, reduction In local 
freight rates, etc. 
B enefits to general 
com m erce and navigation m ight be ex­ 
pected only a t a latgr period after the 
harbor now being im proved a t local 
expense has been com pleted. 
T here are no term inal facilities at 
N ewport at present. 
T he 
facilities 
th at will be required 
in 
connection 
with harbor im provem ents are such as 
are described by the h arb o r engineer 
on pages 44 and 45 of th e report of 
the 
harbor 
com m ission. 
Such 
te r­ 
m inals would be sufficient for an ini­ 
tial im provem ent. 
Commendable Enterprise 
No survey 
is 
recom m ended, 
be­ 
cause it is not believed necessary to 
hay;e a new survey, as 
tw o 
separate 
surveys and estim ates fo r th e entrance 
to a harb ar have been m ade by the 
United States, the la te st in 1913, and 
the inform ation therefrom , 
to g eth er 
with the data obtained In th e m ore re­ 
cent surveys and estim ate s m ade in 
1917 by the harbor tn g in e er, are suffi­ 
cient for designing 
any 
desired im ­ 
provem ents and estim atin g quantities 
and costs. 
When 
the 
improvements 
now under way and contem plated 
by 
local interests have been completed, 
there will be afforded a more suitable 
opportunity for making further Inve^ 
tigatione or surveys aa may then seem 
to be 
necessary 
to 
determine 
the 
worthiness of the locality for improve­ 
ment by the General Government. 
For the foregoing reaso n s I have to 
report th at, in my opinion, w hile It is 
feasible to m ake a harbor at th is lo­ 
cality th at will be of great benefit to 
the local com m unity th a t has shown 
a 
very 
com m endable 
en terp rise 
in 
raising funds and planning and s ta rt­ 
ing the im provem ents on a harbor of 
sufficient size to accom m odate all the 
com m erce expected fo r m any years in 


the future, it is not advisable for the 
Linked S tates to undertake any 
im- 
pravem ent at N ew port Bay, Cal., at 
th e presen t tim e. 
T here are no questions of land rec­ 
lam ation, protection from floods, or 
o th er features w hich 
could 
be 
co­ 
ordinated w ith the w ork of im prove­ 
m ent of the entrance channel so as to 
reduce th e cost of th e latter.
